Egypt Agrees 
To Open Bases 
To Russian Jets

LONDON — Egypt, in what ap- 
peared to be a snub to the Trump 
administration, has reached a pre- 
liminary agreement to allow Rus- 
sian military jets to use its 
airspace and bases, both sides 
said Thursday. 

If completed, the agreement 
would give Russia its deepest 
presence in Egypt since 1973, 
when Cairo expelled the military 
of the Soviet Union and instead 
became Washington’s closest 
Arab ally. 

The United States has provided 
Egypt with more than $70 billion 
in aid in the four decades since, at 
a rate of more than $1.3 billion a 
year in recent years. The costis of- 
ten justified in part by the argu- 
ment that it secures the use of 
Egypt’s airspace and bases for the 
American military. 

Egyptian and American ana- 
lysts characterized the prelimi- 
nary deal as the latest sign of the 
waning influence of the United 
States as President Trump has di- 
minished its military and diplo- 
matic footprint in the region and 
the world. 

“Power abhors a vacuum, and 
when the United States pulls back, 
we can’t be under the impression 
that the world is going to stand by 
and wait for us,’ said Matthew 
Spence, a former deputy assistant 
secretary of defense for Middle 
East policy under the Obama ad-

‘Trump Urged Republicans to End Russia Inquiry

WASHINGTON — President 
Trump over the summer repeat- 
edly urged senior Senate Republi- 
cans, including the chairman of 
the Senate Intelligence Commit- 
tee, to end the panel’s investiga- 
tion into Russia’s interference in 
the 2016 election, according to a 
half dozen lawmakers and aides. 
The requests were a highly un- 
usual intervention from a presi- 
dent into a legislative inquiry in- 
volving his family and close aides. 


Senators Made Efforts 
to Limit Interaction 


Senator Richard Burr of North 
Carolina, the Intelligence Com- 
mittee chairman, said in an inter- 
view this week that Mr. Trump 
told him that he was eager to see 
an investigation that has over- 
shadowed much of the first year of 
his presidency come to an end. 

“It was something along the 
lines of, ‘I hope you can conclude 
this as quickly as possible,” Mr. 


Burr said. He said he replied to 
Mr. Trump that “when we have ex- 
hausted everybody we need to 
talk to, we will finish.” 

In addition, according to law- 
makers and aides, Mr. Trump told 
Senator Mitch McConnell of Ken- 
tucky, the Republican leader, and 
Senator Roy Blunt, Republican of 
Missouri and a member of the In- 
telligence Committee, to end the 
investigation swiftly.

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‘Nightmarish Mentor’: Nine Women Accuse Playwright of Assault

In 1986, Maddie Corman was a 
16-year-old actress performing Off 
Broadway as her mother lay dy- 
ing in a hospital bed, hours after 
having a stroke. Backstage, Ms. 
Corman was consoled by Israel 
Horovitz, the show’s 47-year-old 
playwright and her mentor. As she 
prepared to go on, he pressed her 


against a wall and forcefully 
kissed her, she said in a recent in- 
terview. 

Jocelyn Meinhardt was 19 when 
she began a summer fellowship in 
1989 with Mr. Horovitz at the 
Gloucester Stage Company in 
Massachusetts, where he was ar- 
tistic director. She knew Mr. 
Horovitz; one of his sons, Adam 
Horovitz, who would go on to fame 


with the Beastie Boys, had been 
her high school boyfriend. That 
first night, she said, Mr. Horovitz 
drove her in his convertible — its 
license plate read AUTHOR — to 
the family home. He locked the 
door, then kissed and fondled her. 
She began to cry. Mr. Horovitz 
then led her to his bedroom, where 
she said he raped her. 

In 1991, when Frédérique Gif- 


fard was 16 and an au pair for Mr. 
Horovitz, she said he groped her 
breasts and placed her hand on 
his erect penis. Last year, Maia 
Ermansons, then 21, said that 
when she met to discuss a theater 
project with Mr. Horovitz — whom 
she had known since she was a 
girl — he kissed her hard and 
cupped her breasts, remarking

Delay a Sprint 
On the Tax Bill 


Report Warns Growth 
Won't Offset Cuts

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
Republican tax bill, which had ap- 
peared to be cruising to victory, 
suffered a setback late on Thurs- 
day as lawmakers were forced to 
contemplate significant changes, 
including future tax increases, to 
help pay for the legislation. 

The bill had gained momentum 
in the morning when it picked up a 
key swing vote. But it came to a 
grinding, if temporary, halt, as 
senators scrambled in the early 
evening to find ways to raise sev- 
eral hundred billion dollars after 
some members objected to mov- 
ing forward without a plan to safe- 
guard against ballooning the 
deficit. 

Lawmakers are now consider- 
ing alternatives, including re- 
instating the alternative min- 
imum tax on some corporations 
and wealthy individuals, and rais- 
ing the corporate rate above 20 
percent after some number of 
years. A final vote on the bill is ex- 
pected on Friday after a series of 
amendments are considered. 

The push to raise money came 
after an analysis by the congres- 
sional Joint Committee on Tax- 
ation found that the tax cuts would 
not pay for themselves by gener- 
ating enough revenue through 
economic growth to offset the tax 
cuts, as Republicans have 
claimed, but would instead add $1 
trillion to budget deficits over the 
next 10 years. 

Senator Bob Corker, Republi- 
can of Tennessee, had already 
been on the fence over deficit con- 
cerns, and he insisted on Thurs- 
day evening that the Senate lead- 
ership find a way to mitigate the 
cost of the bill, lawmakers said. 

“Senator Corker has been 
pretty clear he doesn’t want any 
deficit spending,” said Senator 
John Cornyn of Texas, the No. 2 
Senate Republican. 

The last-minute attempt to find 
revenue slowed, at least tempo- 
rarily, what had appeared to be a 
cascade of momentum for the bill. 
Republicans picked up a key

Mr. Pompeo would probably be 
succeeded at the C.I.A. by Senator 
Tom Cotton, a Republican from 
Arkansas and key ally of the presi- 
dent on national security matters, 
according to the White House 
plan.

Push the Markets to New Heights

One of the longest stock-market 
booms in history continued its 
gravity-defying ascent Thursday, 
with investors cheering the 
prospect of deep corporate tax 
cuts and the rollback of govern- 
ment regulations under President 
Trump. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age eclipsed yet another mile- 
stone, closing Thursday above 
24,000 for the first time. And the 
Standard & Poor’s 500-stock index 
logged its 13th straight month of 
gains, the longest such streak in 
history. 

Stock markets have been going 


up, more or less without interrup- 
tion, since March 2009, the end of 
the acute phase of the global fi- 
nancial crisis. This eight-and-a- 
half-year bull market is now the 
second longest in history, behind 
only the rally that lasted from 1987 
until 2000. 

Investors are embracing Mr. 
Trump’s pro-corporate presiden- 
cy, marked by the promise of 
lower taxes, the installation of for- 
mer industry executives in key 
government agencies, and the re- 
peal or relaxation of rules and reg- 
ulations that have made it hard for
